Toledo, O., Oct. 
22.—Two persons 
were killed and two 
others were fa­ 
tally injured and several 
more were 
slightly hurt when an incoming Cin­ 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton passen­ 
ger train 
collided with 
an outbound 
car on the Toledo and Indiana traction 
line at the crossing 
on Dorr street, 
three miles 
west of this 
city. 
The 
dead are T. Howard, Chicago; Ixmis 
Iv Krause, Toledo. 
The locomotive struck the rear end 
of the 
car, smashing it badly.

One Is Established In 
Aitkin and 
Crow 


Wing Counties. 
Steam Dredge 


was Used. 


Aitkin Republican: 
Engineer W hite­ 
l y of Brainerd was in town last night 
on his way home from accompanying 
the viewers of judicial ditch No. I, in 
Crow Wing and Aitkin counties, who 
finished their work yesterday afternoon. 
The ditch begins at the corner of sec­ 
tions ll, Id, 22 and 2.1, town 47-28, and 
runs oast two miles on tho section lines 
between 
sections l l, 23 and 13, 24, to 
the county line, thence in Aitkin coun­ 
ty between sections 18 and IP, town 47- 
27, for about a mile, emptying into 
Cedar Brook. 
Three branches connect 
with tho main ditch and the total 
length of the ditch and its branches is 
over six miles. Tho land through which 
the ditches will pass is all level marsh 
and is now virtually under water and it 
will be made tillable by tho ditches. 
Harry Patterson and James Sorenson 
of Crow Wing and D. M. Falconer of 
Aitkin were tho viewers and assessed 
the benefits and damages. 
Crow Wing ditch, No. ll, going west 
to the Mississippi river, begins only a 
few foot from tho starting point of tho 
judicial ditch, and a man named Doyle 
from Stearns county has tho contract 
for this ditch. 
Mr. Doyle has construc­ 
ted a dredge boat 16 feet wide and 68 
feet long to prosecute the work. 
Tho 
boat is equipped with two 15-horse pow­ 
er engines, a 40-horse power boiler, wire 
cable, a 40-foot 
power arm and the 
bucket attached to the arm will lift a 
yard of dirt at a time. 
The boat is pro­ 
vided with electric lighting apparatus, 
ami it is the intention to pursue the 
I work day and night 
The dredge re- 
I quires three feet of water to float and 
operate it, and work will begin at the 
starting point of tho ditch instead of 
the mouth, as is usual in such cases 
when work is done by hand. 
tho men 
sleep in the rear of the dredge, and the 
cook is ;he high mogul on another boat. 
Such a large boat on a marsh is some­ 
thing of a curiosity and Mr. V* hiteley 
says it is well worth going to see.

Savannah, Ca., O d. 22.— The Brit- 
ish .steamer Alton, Captain Dell, has 
arrived in this port with twenty-four 
survivors 
of Houseboat 
Number 
4, 
whicli was engaged in building the 
extension of the Florida East Coast 
railway to Key West. 
The Alton had 
passed just in time and had seen the 
signals of distress. 
The rescued men were bruised and 
torn in their efforts to keep their hold 
upon the wreckage to which they had

pieces. 
There were 137 men on the 
houseboat at the time.
